THE WRECKS IN ST. LOUIS! 


The Storm Generalin the Western 
States, 


And. Devastation Reported From 
All Points. 


 Wasurneron, March 27.—Ail telegraphic 
communication with Louisville, Ky., ceased 
tonight shortly after 9 o’cleck, and has not 
since been resumed. A report comes by way 
of Jeffersonville, Ind., that the cyclone has 
done much damage to Louisville, particularly 
in the western portion of the city; where many 
buildings are in ruins, and there has been a 
great loss of life. These reports come from 
people who crossed the river to Jeffersonville 
tonight, but as telegraphic communication 
with Jeffersonville is confined to railroad com- 
panies’ wires used in moving trains, particu- 
lars cannot so far be had. 
THE LOSS OF LIFE APPALLING. 

New York, March 27.—The terrific storms 
‘west appear to have been of fatal force in the 
vicinity of Louisville, Ky., although there 
are no positive or definite reports upon which 
to base any estimate of the damage. 
‘There is not at this hour—2 a. m.— 
nor has there been for Bev- 
eral hours, avy information whatever 
from the city of Louisville or vicinity. There 
have been rumors of alarming loss {of life by 
the force of the cyclone, but everything needs 
confirmation.” The absolute breakdown of all 
telegraph facilities cause great apprehension 
and suspense. The city of Louisyille is beyond 
all reach of telegraph, and isa dead city so 
far as wire communication is concerned. The 
cyclone must have spent its greatest force 
there. 

A report just received here, says Chief Op- 
erator Breed, of the Western Union, at Louis- 
ville, had arrived at Jeffersonville, Ind., across 
the river from Louisville. He reports terrible 
destruction there. Almest the entire western 
portion of Louisville being in ruins, and 1,000 
to 1,500 supposed to be killed. 

This information is said to have come over 
a railroad wire between Jeffersonville and 
Indianapolis. This must only be taken asa 
rumor, as there are no means of confirming the 
report at present, and the statement is only 
given in the absence of authentic information. 

TOLD BY AN EYE-WITNESS. 

CINCNNIATI, March 28.—2 a. m.—Informa- 
tion jhst received here is that a cyclone struck 
Louisville in the southwestern portion, and 
took a northeasterly direction. An eye-wit- 
bess narrates ; 

“Tonly saw the course of it from Four- 


teenth and Walnut to Eleventh . and 
Market streets. From this latter point 
it followed its course’ to Seventh 


and River, where it left the city, and, striking 
across the river, reached Jeffersonville at the 
foot of Spring street. Little damage was done 
in Jeffersonville. 

TERRIBLE LOSS OF LIFE. 

However, in Louisville the devastation is 
terrific, and the loss of life will certainly reach 
in the hundreds, if not thousands. In 
one building, at Twelfth and Market, two 
lodges and a dancing school were in session, 
there being in the building perhaps one 
hundred people, not one of whomis thought 
escaped. I stood an watched them working in 
the ruins, and saw six or eight bodies taken 
out in fifteen minutes. 

A PILE OF RUBBISH. 

There is scarcely anything left that would 
indicate this heap of rubbish had ever been a 
building, and if anybody escaped, it was by 
nothing less than a miracle. 

The path of the cyclone was about a square 
and a half in width. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 28.—3 a. m.— 
Shortly after 9 o’clock a tornado swept 
over this city, wrecking two or 
three hundred houses, and killing two 
hundred people. The wind came from 
the southwest. The union depot at the foot 
of Seventh street, was lifted from its founda- 
tion and turned over into the raging torrent of 
the Ohio river. A train of cars making up 
for the Louisville Southern road went over 
with the building. Falls City hall, on West 
Market street, was wrecked. 

In the hall were over a hundred people, and 
but few of them escaped alive. 

MANY BURNED TO DEATH. 

Many buildings after falling, caucht-fire and 
the inmates were burned. All the streets are 
blockaded with debris of fallen buildings or 
telegraph and electric wires. 

This dispatch is carried around tho city to 
the bridge and sent by railroad wires.

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WATCHING THE STORMS. 


A Severe Blow ‘Predicted For the Atl anti 
Coast Today. 
WASHINGTON, March 27.—The signal office 


furnishes the following special bulletin to the 


press: At 8 o’clock, this morning a severe 
storm was central in eastern Kansas. with 4 
velocity on the eastern side of thirty-six miles 
southeast ; at St. Louis, on the southern side, 
of forty-eight miles; western in northern 
Texas, on western side of sixty miles; north 
in Colorado and on the northern side, of 
thirty-six miles; north in Nebraska and South 
Dakota with a severe blizzard and siow in 
Nebraska. 

Warnings were sent out this morning for 
several local storms in the states of Ohio, In- 
diana, Lilinois, Tennessee, Kentacky, Georgia 
aixl Alabama, and for a severe norther ex- 
tending from Kansas to Northern Texas to 
night and tomorrow morning. At noon the 
storm had moved eastward, so as to cover all 
of Iliineis, with high winds, Chicago reporting 
forty miles east and increasing. The 
storm will be felt on the Atlantic coast tonight 
or tomorrow morning, producing severe local 
storins in the interior and easterly gales on the 
coast from Hatteras to Maine, and high south- 
west winds on the south Atlantic coast. 

THE DARK CLOUDS AT 8ST. LOUTS. 

St. Louis, March 27.—At 3 o’clock this af- 
ternoon it rained a deluge, lasting ten minutes, 
but being sufficient to transfer the gutters 
into miniature rivers. During the brief del- 
uge the darkness was oppressive, and there 
were many who expressed the belief at the 
prospects of a-second visitation by a cyclone, 
The skies cleared as quickly as they darkened, 
and it turned cold witha high wind, which 
blew down signs and wrecked a few chimneys. 
From various points in the state come reports 
of the storm. At Olney, Ills., the storm was 
very severe, unroofing houses, overturning 
barns and wrecking windows and chimneys. 

The electric lights station building was un- 
roofed; Schmidt’s restaurant was unroofed ; 
the cornice of Spring’s grain store was blown 
off. Here a boy was blown out of a window, 
but escaped unhurt. The wind then tore 
down two frame buildings belonging to the 
Clark estate, unroofed the stores of Messrs. 
McLane and Newell, and Dr. Allen’s office, 
and completely wrecked Herrin’s brick shoe 
store. A two-story frame building, occupied 
by Mrs. M. Sponsler asa millinery shop, was 
crushed like an egg shell and Mrs. Sponsler 
buried in the ruins. 

She was quickly extricated and found to be 
seriously injured. She may not recover. Rob- 
ert Byres’s building was unroofed and John 
Goldy’s residence wrecked. The storm struck 
the house of Dell Harrell, which was com- 
pletely demolished. The family sought 
safety in the cellar and escaped unhurt. The 
adjoining residences.of Dr. Marshall and H. 
D. Morse were badly damaged. The residence 
of Mr. Mathes, near by, was lifted from its 
foundation and crushed, burying the family in 
the ruins. All escaped serious injury save 
Mrs. Mathes, who now lies in a critical condi- 
tiqn. 

Many other houses were considerably dam- 
aged. A cow and calf were taken up by the 
wind and carrided overa quarter of a mile, 
being dropped in a field uninjured. The 
dwelling of John Bourrell was blown com- 
pletely away, not a vestage of it remaining. 

The strects present a desolate appearance 
being filled with debris. 

HAIL AT CAIRO. 

Sr. Lovis, March 27.—A special to the Re- 
public from Cairo, Ill., says the storm struck 
there at 4:30 p.m. The barometer registered 
29.5, the lowest record for years. The wind, 
while it lasted, blew with great vio- 
lence. The largest hail ever seen there fell 
in large quantities. Three houses were blown 
from their foundations at Bird’s Point. At 
Mill Creek, two miles north of Cairo, several 
houses were blown down and a number of peo- 
ple injured. Owing to the wires being down, 
it is impossible to get particulars. At9p. m. 
the wind was registering sixty miles per hour. 

A CYCLONE IN ILLINOIs. 

Sr. Louis, March 27.—A special to the 
Republic from Nashville, L[llinois, says a cy-. 
clone struck that place with terrific force, and- 
that nota pane of glass is left in a window 


with a western exposure. The city 
hall, a large frame structure, was 
demolished. Martin Porter’s livery stable 


isa wreck; Sawyer & Co.’s cooper shop, a 
brick building, is demolished. At Little 
Prairie, a few miles distant from here, the 
storm destroyed the residence of William 
Rhine, and Mr. Rhine was internally injured 
and is not expected to live. Five of 
his children were carried a quarter of a 
mile to the home of David Smith. They were 
uninjured. Smith’s house was destroyed. He 
rushed out with his little girl, and a tree fell 
on them. Neither is expected tolive. Fritz 
Krum’s house was blown away, and he and 
his wife are probably fatally. injured. 

Henry Taylor and family had a like fate. 
Two more young ladies—Miss Morris and Miss 
Maggie Simmonds—both of whom will die 
from their injuries. All the doctors have gone 
from this district to attend the injured. There 
is a Polish settlement directly in the path of 
the storm which has not been heard from, ard 
it is feared great loss of life has occurred there. 

THE DAMAGE AT COULTERVILLE. 

Sr. Lovis, March 28., 2a. m.—A Special to 
the Kepublic from Coultervilie, Lilinois, says 
the monotony of this quiet little town was 


broken today by a disastrous wind- 
storm, accompanied by hail the 
size of hen eggs. The storm cloud 


was of a greenish color and the rapidly falling 
barometer threw every body into a panic. 
It became so dark the chickens ‘went to 
roost and lamps had to be lighted. The 
storm struck the town at 3:45 o’clock 
with terrific force, shattering windows and 
unroofing houses, tearing down awnings, and 
filling the streets with debris. The storm 
assumed the importance of the cyclone south 
of us, and there are numerous stories of narrow 
escapes. Davidson E!der’s house was wrecked, 
and Mrs. John Richmond, Mr. Elder’s daughter, 
and Messrs. McCracken and Smith, of Nash- 
ville, I1l., who were in the house at the time, 
had a miraculous escape, getting off witha 
few bruises and scratches. 

A dispatch from Carbondale, IIl., says a 
disastrious cyclone passed through Jackson 
county this afternoon. At Grand Tower, a 
coach of the Grand Tower and Carbondale 
railroad was blown from the track. A number 
of houses were levelled to the ground, and 
three lives are reported lost. 

Near Murphysboro, Mr. Lindley’s dwelling 
was literally blown to pieces, his child killed 
and his wife dangerously injured. 

At Carbondale the banking house of W. M. 
Wykes was unroofed and several houses were 
damaged. 

SNOW STORM IN MINNEAPOLIS. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 27.—The weather 
is comparatively warm, but snow fgll heavily 
and the wind blows fiercely. In places drifts 
are piled up so high that the street car lines 
bave had to suspend traffic. Telephone wires 
scatter the streets and trip up pedestrians.

A MESSAGE FROM THE BENCH. 


Property Owners Can Recover When Tele- 
graph Companies Trespass. 


RicuMonD, Va., March 27.—An important 
uestion was decided in the supreme court to- 

y, affecting the right of way of, telegraph 
companies in the case of the Western Union 
Telegraph company vs. Williams, on an ap- 
peal from the circuit court of New Kent 
county. The controversy grew out of the 
claim of the telegraph company that it had + 
the right, under an act of the general assem-“ 
bly, passed in 1880, to construct its 
line* along the public roads of the state 
without regard to the property rights 
of abutting land owners, and the court held 
that this act was unconstitutional and void, be- 
cause it failed to provide compensation to such 
land owners; and that Williams, whose 
property rights were invaded by the company, 
had right of action for trespass to recover 
damages. The judgmentof the lower court 
was aftirmed. It wasatest case, and practi- 
cally settles about twenty-five cases pending in 
New Kent county. It will probably lead to 
the institution of many more suits in other 
sections of the state, where telegraph and 
telephone companies have erected lines along 
the public roads under the act declared void by 
this decision.

THE TITHES RENT BILL. 


A Little Discussion in the House of Com- 
mons Over It. C~A 

Lonpon, March 27.—In the house of e"™. 
mons tonight, Hon. Philip Stanhope asn-.. 
whether the statu quo insisted upon from the 
government in the dispute with Portugal was 
being restored and what course the govern- 
ment proposed to take. 

Sir James Ferguson, under foreign secretary, 
replied that there had been no condition im- 
posed that had reference to the restoration of 
the ‘“‘status quo;’’ that was a newspaper 
phrase. The government simply insisted upon 
the withdrawal of Portuguese forces from 
British protectorate as a preliminary step to a 
diplomatic discussion. That had been done. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, president of the 
board of trade, moved a second reading of the 
tithes rent bill. He apologized for pressing the 
matter upon the houke, saying, in explanation, 
that the government was convinced of the 
urgent necessity for an amendment to the 
present law. He asked the house to consider 
the bill as an earnest attempt to do justice to 
both the clerical and tithe payers, sides in the 
interests of country at large. 

James A. Picton, member of Licester, 
liberal, opposed the bill as a juggling 
measure. It turned into a portable 
form, the nation’s property, so as to 
enable the party promoting the scheme 
to earry off their plunder easily hereafter. It 
was an attempt to delude public opinion. The 
government would not face the real grievance 
—the fact that the tithe system took out of the 
land every year monies that ought to goto 
lighten the financial burden of the people. 

George Osborne Morgan, member for east 
Denbighshire, declared that the Welshmen al- 
most universally condemned this emphatically 
Welsh bill. It was regarded in Walesas a 
measure intended to do what only a 
miracle could do, namely, to set the church 
of England in Wales on _ its legs. 
He did not object to the incident of the tith 
rent, but he maintained that it ought to be ap- 
plied to national purposes.

*|DEPENDENT PENSIONS 


TO BE GRANTED EVERY EX-SOLDIER 
‘WHO WON'T WORK. 


Putting the Entire Popuiation of the North- 
‘erm States on the Pension Rolls— 
It is Certain to Pass. 


Wasuincton, March 27.——{Special.]— 
After’ the senate had disposed of Sherman’s 
anti-trtst bill, the dependent pension bill was 
called up in pursuance of the programme de- 
termined upon by the republiean cancus. This 
is the bill to pension at the rate or twelve dol- 
lars per month every union soldier or sailor 
who served three months in the rebéllion and 
is now incapacitated from active work and de- 
pendent upon manual labor for support. It is 
the bill that President Cleveland vetoed, and 
which earned for him at the same time the 
praises of all good citizens and the condemna- 
tion of every grand army post in the country. 

THE BILL WILL PASS. 

It will pass and receive the president’s auto- 
graph. It will immediately add $38,000,000 to 
the $98,000,000 now expended annually for 
pensions, making the aggregate outlay for pen- 
sions alone each year $136,000,000. This vast 
suin is almost equal to all the other expendit- 
ures of the government put together. It must 
furnish a pleasant field for speculation among 
the southern people. 

It means that half the receipts of the gov- 
ernment taken from the pockets of the south- 
ern as well as the northern people are to be 
contributed to the support of union soldiers. 

M’KINLEY’S TARIFF BILL. 

Major McKinley and his republican associ- 
ates on the ways and means committee are still 
pawing and clawing over the controverted 
scheduels. A large southern’ delegation was 
before them yesterday in the interest of the 
jute bagging schedule, but, as they have been 
obliged to give way inso many instances be- 
fore the aSsaults of northern interests, they 
decided to ‘take it out,” out of the south,and 
obduratedly refused to entertain the southern 
appeals. However, the sugar men, reinforced 
by the westerners interested in the beet 
sugar industry, are hanging on with 
bull-dog tenacity in their fight for 
a modification of the sugar schedule, and to- 
night it looks as though they would come out 
victorious. How much of the cut will be re- 
stored cannot be stated definately, but it is 


twenty-five per cent. The yote on the propo- 
sition to places hides on the frée list was taken 
and carried, though Governor Gear, of Iowa, 
and Lafolette, of Wisconsin, held out tothe 
end. 

THE STATUS IN OHIO. 

Judge Seney, of Ohio, who has recently re- 
turned from his home, said to a reporter today 
that he did not think the redistricting of the 
state assured the democrats of such a large 
gain in congress as they counted on. ; 

‘‘We will make gains, of course, but we may 
not make as many as are expected. The dis- 
tricts are shaped to give us fifteen congress- 
men, but eight of the fifteen districts have 
democrat itieseod.less than 
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Speaking of Governor Campbell, he said his 
career was before him ; that he was just on the 
threshold, and that his future depended upon 
the success of his beginning. 

“If his administration should proye a fail- 
ure he would drop outof sight in national poli- 
tics. On the other hand, a successful adminis- 
tration, followed by a re-election in 1891, 
would be apt to place his name on the na- 
tional ticket in 1892.” 

Judge Seney has no doubt about the demo- 
crats having a majority in the next house. 


GONE TO ITS DEATH. 


Sherman’s Anti-Trust Bill Referred to the 
Judiciary Committee. 

WASHINGTON, March 27—In the senate, 
the house bill toamend the census act of 
March 3, 1889, was reported from the census 
committee (the effect of it being to allow spe- 
cial agents $3 a day for subsistence when trav- 
eling), and after an explanation by Mr. Hale, 
was passed. 

Mr. Hawley, from the committee on mili- 
tary affairs, reported back the house bill, 
authorizing the purchase of 2,500 tents by the 
secretary of warfor the use of people driven 
from their homes in Arkansas, Mississippi and 
Louisiana by the present floods, and appro- 
priating $15,000 for the purpose. 

Mr. Edmunds, while declaring himself in 
favor of the bill, called attention to it of sena- 
tors who were troubled about the constitution 
in appropriating money for objects not 
specifically named in that statement. 

Mr. Hawley assuming that the remark was 
partially directed at him, said that he consid- 
ered that this bill, and not the Blair bill, came 
within the clause of ‘‘general welfare.’’

A comparison of new enterprises 
organized or projected during the last three 
months with corresponding periods of the 
three preceeding years makex an interesting 
exhibit. It is as follows: New enterprises, 
1887, 923- 1888, 1,075; 1889, 1,259; 1800, 1,204.

The negro gave up 
the one he had without controversy, but Ben- 
dit made a fight for his horse. Justice Peter 
Harrison decided the case in favor of Rey- 
nolds, giving him possession of the bay horse.

A CURIOUS LIFE HISTORY. 


A Man Who Served inthe Penitentiaries of 
Two States. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn,, March 27.—[{Special.]— 
Among eleven prisoners, brought to the*peni- 
tentiary tonight, from Shelby county, is one 
Samuel Hood, who has a singular criminal 
history. He was convicted in Arkansas of 
larceny and sentenced tothe Arkansas peni- 
tentiary. Before the expiration of his term, 
he succeeded in making his escape, and went 
to Shelby county, Tennessee, where he was 
arrested in Memphis, upon the charge of horse 
stealing, and was sentenced to two years in 
the penitentiary upon a plea of guilty. Not 
long after his arrival here was brought to light 
the fact that he was innocent of the charge 
upon which he was serving a term in the 
Tennessee penitentiary, and had entered the 
plea of guilty, in order to evade a return to 
the Arkansas penitentiary, where he states 
that the convicts are forced to lead 
an exceedingly hard life under great 
bodily suffering and deprivation of comforts 
actually needed. When this discovery was 
made, friends interested themselves in the 
case and secured his release from the peniten- 
tiary in this state. He was then returned to 
the Arkansas penitentiary to complete his un- 
finished term there. About two months ago 
he secured his freedom, and went straight to 
Memphis, where, this time, he actually did 
steal a horse, was- arrested, convicted and 
sentenced to four years in the Tennessee peni- 
tentiary. He is now safe from the Arkansas 
authorities for four years at all events.

MARYLAND'S MISSING MONEY. 


Treasurer Archer Refused the Offer of 
Friends in Time of Truble. 


Annapouis, Md., March 27.—No one here 
seems to know just yet of the extent of State 
Treasurer Archer’s difficulties. Every one,* 
however, is willing to believe the amount in- 
volved is small, and say that it was an insane 
impulse which forced Mr. Archer to reject 
aid. Intimate friends of Mr. Archer have 
known of his troubles since Monday, and any 
amount needed to make good his shortage was 
offered. One man tendered $25,000 in cash, if 
necessary, and without security. He rejected 
all offers of aid, saying that 
he himself alone could settle 
the affair. When last in Annapolis, Mr. 
Archer said it would be the last time he would 
ever visit the place. The theory advanced to- 
day is that in a moment of tempation he 
pledged securities belonging to the state, but 
not toa large amount; that he was made to 
know that outside parties were aware of his 
transactions, and that dread of exposure drove 
him insane. 

Another bank in Baltimore, other than the 
Mechanics’ bank is said here to hold a consid- 
erable amount of Archer’s paper. 

Eight thoasand dollars of state securities 
haye been found so far to have been pledged by 
Treasurer Archer for his private account. 
There should be in his possession to the credit 
of the state over $600,000 of securities that can 
be passed by hand. These are to be searched 
outand their whereabouts ascertained. 

The joint committee to investigate State 
Treasurer Archer’s accounts are Senators Poe 
and Smith, Delegates Shaw, Laird and Har- 
den. The matteris at a standstill until this 
committee begins to act, which will probably 
be tomorrow, with the investigaton of Treas- 
urer Archer’s safe deposit box. 

HE WANDERED ALL ABOUT. 

Treasurer Archer, it turns out, was in Balti- 
morc on Monday with Mrs. Archer, and send 
ing her to Belain by an early train, he re- 
turned home by a late one. Monday night he 
passed in his office ; Tuesday, he stayed all day 
in the third story,of Masonic hall, “over his 
office and on Wednesday night he wan- 
dered all night with his coat off. 
He was found early in the 
morning, shivering with cold and wet. He 
refused to go home at so early an hour in the 
morning and disturb the ladies. His gardener 
took him to his home, and building a fire, got 
him dry clothes. He was tnen taken home, 
where he lost consciousness.

ALBANY CHAUTAUQUA. 


The Musical Displays and Classes Tanght— 
The Success of fhe Chautauqua, 
and Its Future Prespects. 


ALBANY, Ga., March 27.—[Special.]—There 
was a grand concert at the Chautagua Taber- 
nacle last night, conducted by Dr. H. B. Pal- 
mer. Thescene was a most strikingone. At 
the northern extremity of the tent, upon 
raised benches, were tier above tier of the 
chorus, comprising a hundred of the finest 
specimens of youth and maidenhood of this 
section. Above them, like great lilly belles, 
the enchanted lights threw their soft radiance 
upon the lovely groups. 3 

The chorus demonstrated Dr. Palmer’s care- 
ful instructions. The various solos and duetts 
were faultlessly rendered. The entire even- 
ing’s entertainment was of a perfect melody. 

The various classes were held this morning. 

SENATOR COLQUITT SPEAKS. 

At 10:30 this morning Senator A. H. Col- 
quitt addressed a vast audience. He was in- 
troduced by Dr. W. A. Duncan, who said both 
these men, Colquitt and Congressman A.H.Tur- 
ner, are held in the highest honor at the north, 
and their integrity is acknowledged. As we 
honor them in the north, so let us honor them 
them at their homes. 

The chautanqua salute was given, followed 
by the grand salute by the chorus, when the 
hundred voices joined in. There was great 
applause and undoubted enthusiasm when the 
senator said: 

“In spirit, in sentiment, in affection, Iam 
at home as designated by the presiding officer 
today. Standing in the presence of a southwest 
Georgia, of an Alabama audience, and looking 
over an audience that has changed with the 
years, their brows furrowed with care, there 
comes over me many happy remembrances. AS 
I am at home with my friends,for the descend- 
ents of them, I have no feeling to conceal. I 
congratulate myself and feel happy in 
the thought that many are here before me. 
My mission is not speech making, but to assure 
them that a warm heart beats in the hand that 
presses theirs. It is the south of which I shall 
speak, its capabilities and something of the 
character of its people. I shall give you no spe- 
cial thought, but the best that has been given 
to the subject. What is the south? It has 
been handled and kicked and _ cursed 
until we would consider it but 


a segment of the earth’s surface 


What is the south? In extent it embraces | 


one hundred thousand miles. There is no 
country in the world, except Russia, which 
contains a part of its dimensions. It is an em- 
pire within itself. He spoke of its coast 
and water-ways, the immense commerce, 
which, atno distant day, will plow the furrows 
of the Gulf of Mexico, the immense Missis- 
sippi, with its tributaries as starting at the 
north, in the region of barley and the grain 
crops, in the varied culture of the different 
latitudes. He pictured the value of the fish- 
eries of the coast, the fertile soil at large, of 
the sea islands, the varied valuable crops of 
the different sections of the south, the melons, 
the fruits, the vegetables, the timbered coun- 
try, with its forests, its turpentine 
distilleries, superceding the distilleries of 
corn and rye. The _ profits of sheep 
husbandry, with the cost of maintenance, 
ranging from fourteen cents to forty eents per 
head, and with wool approaching forty cents per 
pound, with attention the fleece raised to four 
ounds in weight each. He reviewed the mid- 
dle portion; the home of short staple cotton, 
no longer king but monarch. Wheat and 
clover, yielding fourteen thousand pounds to 
one acre; bermuda grass of which one acre 
will support twelve head of sheep nine months; 
the hard wood forests; the wells and springs; 
the men and women of such strength of intel- 
lect, as to expand into a power which will be 
known throughout the country. He spoke of 
the iron ore, the coal, lime and sandstone, tim- 
ber for charcoal and land for the support of all 
of the laborers, the increasing yield of rice, 
cotton and tobacco. The south should manu- 
facture its cotton and iron. Every mile it 
traveled moving to the factory added to its cost. 

He gave a defense of the south, showing the 
excess in divorces, in crime, and pauperism in 
the fourteen states of the north, in comparison 
with fourteen southern states of about equal 
population. He gave the exact figures within 
two decades. He spoke of the shining frosts 
which had overtaken the foliage of the south. 
He knew the northern heart, and if such a 
trouble came thousands of people in the north 
would extend their help and sympathy. He 
closed with eloquent words, describing the 
beautiful south, its strong men and virtuous 
women. He spoke of the future when pros- 
perity will encompass us. 

Dr. Duncan explained that the pauperism 
and crime of the north was largely made up of 
the hosts of foreigners flocking to our coasts. 

CONGRESSMAN TURNER. 

At the*afternoon session Mr. J. S. Davis in- 
troduced, most eloquently, Hon. Henry G. 
Turner, representative from the second con- 
gressional district. There was great applause. 
He spoke of going with Dr. Duncan to meet 
the president, who asked what he should talk 
about. Anything but politics, was the reply. 
He saw the eye of the president quail, and he 
whose business it was to talk politics felt that 
he was called upon to make bricks without 
even mud. He spoke of the Chautauqua, 
where men can band together and makea 
trustof religion and the good things of this 
life, putting us in contact with those who 
have devoted their lives to good works. 
teligion, freed from the diocese of 
politics and materialism, may take 
humanity by the hand and _ gnide 
the way to heaven. There has taken place in 
this section a great revolution. In other por- 
tions of the country the political changes are 
different. One party simply succeeds the 
other. An incident occurred, which was 
touching and pathetic, in the town of Blakely, 
where is the tallest flag pole ever plarited in. 
Georgia, upon which floated the flag of an- 
other cause, and the men went to the front to 
fight for it. After the war, though the town 
was guarded by hostile troops, the pole still 
stood, and on the memorable Fourth of July 
the soldiers, many of them maimed, carried 
and flew to the breeze the flag of the union. 
A one-legged soldier delivered the indepen- 
dence speech. When at the north, this 
anecdote was received with eyes burn- 
ing with tears. He spoke of the 
calamity to the south in the death of Jeff 
Davis, and how the kind words given by the 
people of the north to his memory, have grat- 


. ified inexplicably those who followed his foot- 


steps. He spoke of thousands of northern 
people who were opposed tothe aggressive 
policy upon the south, but of men whose per- 
petuation in power they thought depended 
upon their stirring up strife. There are those 
among them who call fire, sword and desolation 
a godly reformation. We have a new problem,a 
new duty to perform. On one hand we have a 
proud and dominant faction pressing us down; 
another lower down, having no sympathy 
with us, and pressing us between the nether 
millstones. We have a new and higher and 
loftier position than ever devolved upon~a 
people. He said that the superior race must rule 
and be above the lower. They have no. 
piace on the supreme bench—no place on the 
jury. Let the Lord look on and see that the 
higher race is giving to the lower race beneath 


ali the rights which they Gan have, and see 
that perfect justice be done them. See that 


their children are 
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the humble race are perfectly secured in the 
hands of their late masters. Of the race prob- 
is the solution. He demonstrated that in their 
homes they have no refining influence. They 
were not as well taught as in former years. He 
counselled overlooking small issues, and to 
extend to them kindness, forbearance and 
charity, and if we could give the lessons taught 
in this chautauqua, the race problem would be 
settled. 

Dr. J. F. Sherrill, of Atlanta, delivered a 
splendid address upon Erasmus, the man of 
letters; that wonderful reformer who for four 
hundred years has set a mark in literature 
which has never been reached. Tonight Dr. 
Grifford, of Boston, will deliver one of his 
grand addresses, every line of which is a 


poem. 
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THEY HUGGED AND KISSED. 


When They Bade Each Other Farewell—

Lonpon, March 27.—The news correspon- 
dent at Berlin says: In the farewell 
interview between the emperor and Prince 
Bisniarck, the emperor thanked him warml y 
for his great services, and repeatedly embrac- 
ed and kissed him. After the popular ovation 
yesterday, Prince Bismarck remarked: 


“I suppose I must have been capable of 


doing something of which my opponents can- 
not deprive the world; I suppose that is what 
the people wish to express.”’

THROWN WITH A CRASH. 


Explosion in a Sugar Refinery in Chicago— 
One Man Killed. 

Cuicaco, March 27.—A disastrous explo- 
sion occurred this evening in the Chicago 
sugar refinery company’s plant, corner of 
Taylor and Beach streets. One man was 
fatally hurt and twenty others severely 
burned. The explosion occurred in the starch 
drying room. Spontaneous combustion is sup- 
posed to have been the cause. The building is 
a two-story brick structure, separated from the 
tall main building. 

Twenty-seven men were at work in the 
starch room, and General Manager Arnold 
Fehr had just entered the building when there 
came a tremendous clap, followed by flashes of 
fire and the rumbiing of falling timber, and 
shattered portions of the building and ma- 
chinery were hurled in every direction, and 
the workmen in an instant found themselves 
beneath a mass of debris, which was soon 
ablaze. 

Two hundred men are employed in the main 
building. When they heard the report of the 
explosion and saw the glare of the flames, 
they were panic-stricken. Rushing down the 
long, narrow stairway, headlong and ‘out into 
the air, it was some moments before they re- 
alized the position of their comrades and be- 
gan the rescue. Thecries for help sounding 
above the roar of the fire, brought the main 
building men to their senses. With the aid of 
eighteen fire engine crews, the big refinery was 
barely saved. ~ The money loss was only 
about $10,000.

Editor Liberal:—In your last issue you quote 


from the Sparta Ishmaelite the following state- 


ment: “The alliance should not commit itself to 
the ludicrous folly of Colonel Livingston’s truck- 
patch currency.” | 

You then say, “if he (the Ishmaelite) expects to 
aid Colonel Northen’s candidacy for the guberna- 
torial nomination, such flings as the above will 
not do it.” 

To show you the relation between the Ishmaelite 
and myself, I quote the following from the edi- 


_ torial page of that paper: 


“Now, as to Mr. Northen. The Ishmaelite is not 
his organ, as the Banner-Watchman assumes. It 
does not know his views on the subject. It does 
not consult him or any other man before taking 
position on public questions,” 

You then asked an expression from me. 

In answer to an inquiry, publicly expressed, in 
the Alliance Farmer, as to how I stood on the 
question of currency, I replied, “Upon the policy 
of the national alliance.” I was,as you state, a 
member of the St. Louis convention, and I think I 
understand fully the policy adopted at that meet- 
ing. The president of the Georgia state alliance, in 
fhe interview, reported in THE CONSTITUTION, to 
which you refer, I think, distinctly and clearly 
eects forth that policy. In speaking of the sub- 
treasury plan, he said: ‘I don’t want to say the 
alliance people are wedded to that bill—something 
of that kind—something that will give an effective 
currency, to handle the business of the country, 
without depression or encouraging corners or 
monopolics. Lam perfectly willing, if congress 
thinks some other plan to increase the currency 
will be better, provided the people control it.” 
This is my understanding of the policy adopted by 
the national alliance. Under it every 
alliance man is committed to an unqualified de- 
mand for some radical change in our monetary 
fystem that will bring full and speedy relief to de- 
pressed agriculture. 

No man is absolutely committed to any fixed 
plan by which that relief must come. 

The sub-treasury plan, after much discussion, 

as been submitted to congress by the St. Louis 
convention as the basis for enactment. If I should 
be asked to advocate the sub-treasury plan to the 
exclusion of the consideration and the acceptance 
of any other plan of relief, I would respectfully 
decline to do it. 

So very important do I consider the necessity for 
Borne radical change in our monetary system,which 
will relieve the widespread depression that has 
come upon American agriculture, that I am in 
hearty accord with the resolution recently intro- 
duccd by Senator Voorhees ‘to lay aside all dis- 
cussion and consideration of mere party issues 
and to give prompt and immediate attention to 
the preparation and adoption of such measures as 
are required for the relief of the farmers and 
Other overtaxed and underpaid laborers of the 
United States.” 

When this discussion and investigation shall be 
bad, and through it a remedy reached that will 
distribute equally the burdensof government and 
effectually take the farmers from the clutches of 
speculators, monopolists and trusts, I shall be 
giad to accept that remedy, if it be righteous, 
wational and complete.

HENDERSON’S ANSWERS 


Tothe Questions of Mr. Nesbitt, Published 
Yesterday. 

The following open letter from Commissioner 
of Agriculture Henderson, replying to the 
open letter of Hon. R. T. Nesbitt, published 
in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION, explains itself: 

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, Atlanta, 
Ga., March 27, 1890.—Mr. R. T. Nesbitt, 
Marietta, Ga.—Dear Sir: Your open letter 
addressed to myself, throngh THE ATLANTA 
GonstTITUTION and the Macon Telegraph, is 
brought to my notice today. 

if aifords me pleasure to render you correct 
in (ormation concerning the questions you pro- 
pound, or any other information you may here- 
afier need, in the prosecution of your canvass 
for the office of commissioner of agriculture. 
I am assured, judging from the tone of some of 
the many circulars, letters, etc., with which 
vou have so industriously flooded 
the country, you are as sadly 
in need of information as any one 
in, or out of the state. I am, at all times, 
ready and willing to render to my feliow-citi- 
zens an account of my stewardship. To your 
first, my salary, like all state house officers, is 
fixed by law, at $2,000 perannum. If I should 
continue in the office eleven years, the sum 
total would be $22,000. I have not been in 
office eleven years. (I notice you say in your 

rivate letter and circular that I have been in 

ourteen years.) Colonel N. C. Barnett served 
his state for about forty years, drawing a salary 
amounting in that time to over $80,000, and 
died a poor man. I try to serve the state hon- 
estiy and efficiently, and know I have saved 
the farmers. many thousands of dollars and 
have been the means of bringing into the state 
many thousands more. I do not believe you 
will consider the salary excessive, should you 
be elected to the office. 

2. Lhave hadasoninthe department the 
greater part of the time that Ihave been in 
oftice. He has not drawn from the state $15,- 
000. For some years he was employed ata 
salary of $85 per month, which was in time 
made $1,200 par annum. On the retirement of 
the late Mr. W.H. Howell, the fertilizer clerk, 
ZI placed my son in this, the most difticult of all 
positions in the department to fill. So faras I 
ain able to judge, he has filled the difficult 
and arduous position with credit to him- 
self and the department, and to the 
pericct satisfaction of those who have had 
dealings with him. Since his last appoint- 
ment, he has received the same salary as did 
his predecessor. 

3. I never had another son employed in the 
department on asalary. On one occasion he 
Felicved his brother, who was critically sick, 
for about thirty days. 

4. 1 presume you allude to Colonel O. T. 
Rogers, of Savannah. He is not my brother- 
in-law, in a legal or technical sense, we having 
married sisters. This had nothing to do with 


is appointment. His appointment was 
due to his _ sterling ntegrity, his 
rugged honesty and devotion to duty, 


A as Dr. J. 8. Lawton, of Atlanta, C. M. 
iley, of Macon, W. H. Barrett, of Augusta, 
@nd other inspectors were appointed, for their 
faithfulness and competency. Colonel Rogers 
is still an oil inspector. 

5. You have ample leisure at your disposal to 
figure out how much has been paid to these 
witicers. None of them have overdrawn their 
Balaries. 

6. Consult your dictionary, and you will find 
“nepotism” tomean ‘‘undue attachment for 
nephews—undue attachment to relatives.”” If 
the appointment of one relative, out of the 
many appointments I have made, constitutes 
nepotism,” then I am a nepot. 

In none of my appointments have I been at 
warience with sound democratic principle. 
With but one appointment in his gift, the late 
Jamented and honorable N. C. Barnett gave 
that appointment to his son-in-law, my es- 
teemed friend, H. W. Thomas, and made a 
splendid appointment in so doing. 

7. Ihave avery excellent corps of trained 
Appointees at present, and the public good de- 

snd for-our work, experienced men, such as 

lave. 

8. I have not created a single clerkship, not 
contemplated by law, nor one, under the law, 
mot demanded by the exigencies of the public 
service. On the contrary, I have greatly re- 
duced the _ clerical force, while the 
work has steadily increased. You know this 
if you know anything about the workings of 
the department. 

9. In my biennial report to the governor I 
stated to him and through him to the Jegisla- 
ture, the exact status of affairs with regard to 
the difficult questions arising out of the in- 
spection of fertilizers. I showed him that 
taking one year with another, the cost of in- 
specting a ton of fertilizers to be nearly | 
cents. I showed him, in any just estimate of 
inspection,-an allowance should be made for 
the labor done in my office, such as clerical 
Services, cost of tags, expense of bulletins, 


postage, telegraphing, etc. The 
®xpense would reac $5,000 more, 
or 13 cents per ton to cover 
gil expenses of inspection. I demonstrated 
further, that taking the last season by itself, 
and estimating the cost of inspection on the | 
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said a word about the ten cents to which 


The law contem- 
plates and provides for six inspectors. T 
are as good and true men as can be found in 
this commonwealth. Under the law, they are 
entitled to $1,500 per annum for their services. 
What if the seasons should change, 
or the demand for fertilizers greatly 
diminish ? Would it not place the 
commissioner in a dilemma to have six inspec- 
tors, with salaries fixed by law, and a fee rate, 
fixed by law, and not enough money arising 
therefrom to compensate them? I a not re- 
meinber offerin a word of objection to the 

Snelson bill,” but, if perchance I did, it was 
owing to my knowledge of the state of things 
just described. 

10. The bill alluded to was introduced in 1887 
and for the object specified in your question— 
that the money from oils might be kept out of 
the pocket of inspectors. In some instances 
these inspectors of fertilizers were ex-officio in- 
spectors of oil, and it was alleged that money 
flowing into their hands made their salaries 
too large and that this money ought to go into 


the treasury. Knowing all this, I did 
separate the oils from the fertilizers. I 
changed things in the course of 
the fall. I the _ legislature 


suppose 

had adjourned. I dik: so because I was deter- 
mined if I could prevent it, that the fertilizer 
men should not supplement their fertilizer 
salaries with the oil and the legislature having 
adjourned without any change in the oil mat- 
ter, I could see no other way than the one I 
pursued and that was to separate them. The 
plan hitupon was duringan interview between 
Governor Gordon, Colquitt and myself about 
the time the people of Troup were 
so much disturbed over an _ an- 
ticipated removal of Colonel W. B. Jones, 
the fertilizer inspector. Each of these men 
were deeply concerned, and gave me the cue 
upon which I acted thereafter. I think it 
was right, but if wrong these two gentlemen, 
in their anxiety to save Colonel Jones, a man 
whom I always highly esteemed, led me to it. 
Well, I separated the oil from the fertilizer 
inspectors. Prior to that time I reduced the 
salary of the fertilizer men from $1,500 to 
$1,200, and when I took the oil from them I saw 
no reason why I should arbitrarily deny them 
what the law allowed—their $1,500. That 
was only about two years ago, soif I have in- 
creased the charge upon the state treasury, It 
is insignificant compared to what I had 
previously sayed it. 

11. I did not oppose with all the resources at 
my command and notably with the tremendous 
patronage of my office, representing $35,000, 
the bill making the office of commissioner 
elected. Nor did I enter the general assembly 
a half dozen times during the session. I did 
not think the bill a good one. Neither did 
the legislature which established the depart- 
ment, or if they did, how could it have become 
alaw? If you will bearin mind the bill as 
it now stands passed only i small majority 
in the senate. When the bill did pass it was 
almost universally considered a death stab at 
the department. 

And now, Mr. Nesbitt, having, in a candid 
and truthful manner, answered all your inter- 
rogatories, allow me to propound a few ques- 
tions to you. 

1. What act have you ever performed, 
what suggestion have you ever made, looking 
to the improvement and advancement in our 
agricultural interests? Jn your ‘‘thirty years’ 
experience as a farnier’’ can you name a single 
act of yours, witten a line, made a suggestion, 
which has aided your state, especially the ag- 
riculturists of your state, in their fearful strug- 
gles since the war? 

2. When did you join our Farmers’ Alliance ? 
Was it not on the S3ist of last October, 
after the legislature had passed the act (Sep- 
tember 17) making the oftice of commissioner 
of agriculture elective? Did you not join the 
alliance to make the race for commissioner? 

3. While you were a member of the senate 
in 1868, *‘in the stormy daysof reconstruction,”’ 
can yourecalla single measure proposed by 
you which would tend to lighten the burdens 
or raise the galling yoke from the necks of the 
oppressed people? Is it not true that at the 
time you were elected our grand old county of 
Early, from which youcame, wasthen domina- 
ted by negro rule and freedmens bureau agents ? 
Is it not true that when you were elected the 
negro was in power in your, district by reason 
of the disfranchisement of so many white men 
on account of their patriotic devotion to their 
state?‘ Since then, during all these years, 
that the true men of the state have assumed 
their rightful control of our affairs, why have 
you been so silent as to give no sign of your 
existence? 

4. The law fixes the compensation of all the 
officers in the state. If you should succeed in 
your efforts to make the people of Georgia 

elieve you are fitted to preside over a 
departinent you are endeavoring to destroy, 
will you refuse the salary and ask the legisla- 
ture to reduce it,? 

5. Have you ever known of any misappro- 
priation of any of the funds of the department 
by the commissioner or those under him? 
Did the legislature, in their strictest investiga- 
tion, ever make such charge as you seek to in- 
timate ? 

6. Have you ever heard that any of the offi- 
cers in the department failed to perform, in- 
telligently and faithfully, all the duties in- 
cumbent on them? 

7. Why was it that in 1870, while you were 
in the senate, and the fifteenth amendment to 
the federal constitution was up before that 
body for passage, you did not vote at all? 

Why was it, when you had an opportunity 
to have had your vote recorded with such men 
as Burns, McArther, Nunnally,Candler, Fain, 
Hicks, Holecomb,Smith, Wellborn and Wooten, 
who all voted an emphatic nay, you did not 
vote atall? (See journal of senate, 1870, 
page 74). Does this account for your long po- 
litical retirement and silence? After diligent 
search I tind you offered a bill to incorporate 
an insurance company, a railroad and a _ reso- 
lution inviting certain gentlemen to seats in 
the senate. 

Advice is a cheap commodity. I rarely 
tender it unsought. Iam tempted, however, 
in this instance, to venture this much, instead 
of trying to decry your opponent, and to 
destroy a department which has done so much 
for the state, and over which you are so 
anxious to preside, show your own qualifica- 
tions for the office. 

This controversy has not been of my seeking. 
I have borne your attacks, as containedin sev- 
eral circulars, and many letters—in silence— 
hoping by a dignified silence and a close aé- 
tention to my duties, as I understand them, 


to meet the approval of my fellow- 
citizens with whom I have lived and 
whose good I have sought for 


for over sixty years. Your demand for a cate- 
gorical, sereatim answer to your numerous in- 
terrogatories—demanded action on my part, 
You have the answers.

Judge Speer Revokes the Appointment of 
Mr. James A. Thomas as United 
States Commissioner. 


notorious land case of L. A. Hallcame up to- 
day in a new shape, by Judge Emory Speer, of 
the United States court, issuing an order re- 
voking the appointment of James A. Thomas 
United States circuit court commissioner.

was a party, and with gross contempt of the court, 
of allof which said charges the said Luther A. 
Hall has been convicted. 

2. That by his appearance in said case and his 
defense of said Hah, on trial for contempt of the 
court of which he, the said James A. Thomas, was 
an officer, he the said James A. Thomas assumed 
a position wholly inconsistent with his duties a5 4 
judicial officer and has thus rendered it impossi- 

ile and improper that he should inquire into or 
commit therefor upon charges of perjury or of 
any crime against the administration of justice 
committed in the progress of said trial, or con- 
nected with the alleged criminal actions and 
urposes of lawless persons, who it was testified 
n the evidence in said case, are engaged with the 
said L. A. Halland under his direction in resist- 
ing and defying the decree of the court, and tres- 
passing upon the plaintiff in said original bill, 
and otherwise obstructing and impairing the legal 
effect of the judgment of the court. For the fore 
going reasons affecting the effectiveness of the 
said James A. Thomas, Esq., as a commissioner 
and his usefulness to the administration of Jus- 
ice: 

It is ordered, the Hon. Don A. Pardee con- 
curring therein, that the order made on the 3d day 
of January, 1888, appointing the said James A. 
Thomas, Esq., a commissioner of this court, be 
and the same is hereby revoked and set aside.

MOTION FOR NEW TRIAL 


In an Insurance Case Involving Over Twenty 
ousand Dollars. 

Macon, Ga., March 27.—|Special.]—Owing 
to the absence of Mr. DuPont Guerry, who is 
in Atlanta, and whois one of the leading at- 
torneys in the case, the motion for a new trial 
brought by the defendant, in the case of M. 
Nussbaum vs. several fire insurance compa- 


nies, was postponed by Judge Speer, in the 
United States court today, until tomorrow. 


Some time ago the jury awarded Nussbaum 
$17,000, and also required the insurance com- 
panies to pay the costs of the case, amounting 
to several thousand dollars. The case grew 
out of the Field & Hecht fire. There is alarge 
array of attorneys on both sides, and the mo- 
tion for a new trial will be hard fought. 

Today Judge Speer allowed Auditor Mc- 
Kay’s costs of $500 in the case, but disallowed 
the bill of $800 costs brought by Stenographer 
L. B. Clifton for making an official report for 
the court, of the hearing before Auditor Mc- 
Kay. Judge Speer held that there was no law 
authorizing an official stenographer for United 
States courts, and no authority for payment of 
Clifton’s costs.

Another Voice from Boston. 

Yesterday we commented in a moderate 
Way upon the recent warlike sermon of the 
Rev. Dr. Gregg, of Boston, who is in favor 
ofa northern crusade against the south. 
Today the Boston ‘Lranscript claims a share 
of our attention. 

The Transcript is an organ of culture. It 
is an able daily with a literary flavor, and is 
very popular with the educated classes. This 
paper is in thorough sympathy with Dr. 
Grege, and is devoting itself to the work of 
Africanizing some of the southern states. 
The Transcript frankly says: 

‘‘\Where shall the colored commonwealth 
be located? Which state will sacrifice itself 
on the altar of the country for the common 
good? Shall it be Massachusetts? We 
would prefer it should be South Carolina.” 

Speaking of the large negro population in 
the south, the Transcript says: 


A colored commonwealth is already possible in 
every one of halfa dozen southern states where 
this condition of things exists. Then why not? 


We might not like to see such commonwealths 
arise in New Hampshire or Vermont, or in any 
New England districs where the land goes unoc- 
eupied as it does not in Oklahoma. But the Caro- 
finas and the gulf states are a good safe distance 
@way from us, and they have earned their punish- 
ment, have they not, by maintaining slavery? 
“Let the galled jade wince, our withers are un- 
wrung.” 

‘‘Punishment!’’ That one word throws 
@ flood of light upon the whole policy of the 
northern south-haters. After twenty-five 
years of peace they are demanding the pun- 
ishment of a new generation of southerners, 
who never owned slaves, never voted for se- 
cession, and never fought against the union! 

In plain English, our Boston contempo- 
rary says that it would not like to see the 
megroes rule in any New England commu- 
nity, but it would like to see such a state of 
affairs down here as a punishment for the 
southern whites. 

What do the thoughtful people of New 
England think of such a programme? We 
ask this question of the sensible and fair- 
minded northerners who believe that busi- 
mess is a bigger thing than politics, who be- 
lieve in letting their neighbors manage their 
own affairs, and who are making investments 
In the south, and preparing to make their 
homes here. 

The American people—the great mass of 
morthern people—are all right. They are 
thinking about building new towns and new 
railroads, and not about building colored 
tommonwealths, They quit fighting the 
south at Appomattox, and they cannot be 
induced to revive the old war issues :again. 
In the year of our grace, 1892, the men of 
the new north, standing shoulder to shoulder 
with the men of the new south, will- bury 
the old north of sectional hate and fanati- 
cism under an avalanche of freemen’s bal- 
lots. The policy of the new republic was 
formulated in the memorable words of the 
great commander, who said: 

**Let us have peace!”’ 


Fighting and Forgiving. 

In one of its moods of sweetness and light 
the Chicago Inter-Ocean pleads for a better 
understanding between the sections. 

Our contemporary wonders why we have 
not inherited the spirit of our English an- 
cestors. England had her civil wars, but 
the scars soon disappeared. Macauley says 
that ten years after the battle of Naseby the 
Bquire was seen hunting over the plain on 
which he had shed his own blood, or upon 
which his father, son or brother had died. 
He had been of the Red Rose faction, but his 
son's, wife, or maybe his own second wife, 
was from the White Rose family. He had 
charged with Prince Rupert, but his son 
married the heiress of one of Cromwell’s 
generals. And the tory steward of the tory 
Squire very likely married the daughter of 
some ‘‘Praise-God-Bare-Bones,’? who had 
been a fighting chaplain in a Puritan regi- 
ment. For four centuries or so there were 
occasional civil wars, but the wounds were 
soon healed and the foemen forgave if they 
did not forget, The men and women of 
those sturdy days regarded the past as dead, 
the future uncertain, and they made the 
most of their present with its capabilities of 
love and pleasure and business, and thus 
they rose from every conflict stronger and 
happier than before. 

Why can we not after all our fighting en- 
joy an era of forgiving, is the question asked 
by the Chicago paper. Itisa timely ques- 
tion, and we have discussed it more than 
The south has made sacrifice after 
sacrifice, and sent her eloquent messengers 
of peace into the very heart of the north, but 
certain malignant and turbulant of our old 
foemen scorn reconciliation, and demand 
impossible things, involving the overthrow 
of society, law and order. This is the situ- 
ation. The south desires nothing more than 
peace with honor, and a reunited country. 


White Supremacy in Africa. 

The Europeans believe in white suprem- 
acy. They are determined to make Africa a 
white man’s country, and they seem to think 
that the black ‘owners of the soil have no 
rights against a superior race. 

England, Germany, France, Portugal and 
Belgium are seizing territory and occupy- 
ing it as a fast as they can colonize it. Some 
of the more courageous Africans occasionally 
attack the invaders, But the whites with 


their destructive weapons are more than a» 


match for the savages, Slowly but surely 
the native Africans are being slaughtered 
and beaten back into the interior.

They 
agree only in one thing—that the superior 
race must have its way. Even Stanley, who 
is not a soldier, but a hired explorer, fought 
battles by the score, and killed men without 
the slightest scruple.

ishment of their enemies in distant states. 
They will find all the world against them. 


Atlanta Abroad. 
In reply to a question from a correspond- 
ent the Montreal Daily Witness, makes the 
following remarkable statement: 


The climate of Atlanta, Georgia; is almost 
tropical, and quite unsuitable for Canadians. 


The Witness answered its correspondent 
without seeking reliable information. A 
casual glance at Chambers’s encyclopedia 
would have brought ont the fact that our 
mean annual temperature is about sixty de- 
grees, The Britanica would have informed 
the Canadian editor that this region is be- 


coming noted for its genial and healthful 


climate, and is attracting invalids and pleas- 
ure seekers from all parts of the union. 
Further investigation would have shown our 
contemporary that Captain Boutelle, of the 
United States survey, pronounced our 
climate one of the most~salubrious on the 
globe, and other authorities would have 
convinced the inquirer that Atlanta was ex- 
empt from epidemics and the extremes of 
heat and cold, having a climate that makes 
it possible for people to work comfortably in 
the open air all the year round. 

We have quite a number of Canadians 
among our citizens who will be astounded -to 
learn that they are living in an almost tropi- 
cal climate. But such misinformation~ is 
only too comnfon in these days. Many peo- 
ple in the northern states have the same idea 
of Atlanta that the Montreal editor enter- 
tains, and it is a genuine surprise to them to 
find that their summers are in fact hotter 
than ours, :

A little incident connected with Stanley’s trav- 
els on the Congo, after his first trip down the river, 
is told by his comrades in African toil, although 


the two big volumes in which he gave the history 

of the founding of the free state. When the ex- 

plorer was preparing to ascend the river among:

years before, he was apprehensive lest his mission.

their culinary supplies. He thought it would be 
wise to conceal from them the fact that he was the 

particular white man who had time and again de- 

feated them in battle. 

As Stanley had no idea that their recollection. 
of his personal appearance was vivid, he imagined, 
that he might be able to pass among mostof the 
hostile tribes as some other man. The explorer 
was encouraged to thinkhe would not be recog- 
nized as the only Stanley by the fact 
that when he first floated down the 
river his hair was nearly white, while now it hag: 
resumed its original color. Asa further precan- 
tion he decided to sacrifice his mustache, and 
accordingly he greatly surprised his comrades o1@ 
morning by appearing with a clean-shaven face. 
It mafle considerable change in his appearance,. 
and he thought that the natives would not detect 
the slightest resemblance to the man with the 
terrible shooting trons who had sent them howling: 
to the shoreevery time they had attacked him. 

The expedient, however, was acomplete failure, 
because he was ized here among the» 
few more friendly tribes, who had sold him pro- 
visions on his way down. They sent word up thé» 
river a good deal faster than he could travel thas. 
Tendele, the white man whose doings had been. 
the talk of all the tribes for many moons, had. 
come again. He heard Tendele shouted at Lim 
before he landed at Bangala, where he had had his. 
hardest fight. Fortunately his past record d.ds 
not prevent his making friends with the very sav- 
ages who had tried to kill him. The moustache 
had been needlessly sacrificed.

‘The board lias lately purchased two lots— 
gne on Frazicr street, near Georgia avenue, 
gnd the other near the technological school. 
These two lots are convenient to the most 
thickly popviated sections of the new addition, 
and the erection of the school buildings upon 
them makes a necessity which must be met. 

Chairman Beatie, of the committee on 
school buildings, in reporting these facts sug- 

ted the building of one of the schools with 
the appropriation made and the postponement 
ef the other until next year. 

Dr. Roach moved in amendment that the 
board should advertise at once for plans for 


two new eight grade school houses, 
gnd also authorizing the committee 
to appear before . the city council 


to urge the necessity’of making the necessary 
gdditional appropriation. 

Mr. Hoke Smith moved as a substitute that 
¢wo new five grade school buildings should be 
built, making an argument in favor of five 
grade buildings as against eight grade build- 
ings. Finding that the board held views op- 

ite to his own he withdrew his proposition, 
and agreed with Dr. Roach’s motion, which 
was then passed unanimously. 

Superintendent Slaton, in his report, showed 
that there would be a largely increased num- 
ber of applicants from the grammar schools of 
the city in the high schools in September next, 
gomany, indeed, that the high schoo) build- 
ings when filled with seats, would fall 100 seats 
short.

Here is the platform adopted by the prohibi- 

tion conference and left to ratification or re- 


jection at the hands of a mass meeting: 

Whereas, There are honest differences of opin- 
ion among the prohibitionists of Fulton county as 
to the expediency of calling another election this 
epring, under the general local option liquor law; 
and, 

Whereas, The law itself is not what the prohi- 
bitionists themselves prefer, in that it does not 
providé for the sale of aleoholic liquors for 
medicinal, scientific, and mechanical purposes, 

Resolved, first, That this conference recommend 
to the prohibitionists of Fulton county, that no 
prohibition election be held this year, provided 
that those prohibitionists opposing an election 
at present will unite with those favoring 
the election, to use all their influence to send three 
men from Fhiton county to the next legislature 
who will be pledged to use their best efforts to 
have an act passed amendatory of the general 
local option gee law So as to provide for the sale 
of alcoholic liquors in their pure and una- 
dulterated state, for medicinal, scientific, and 
mechanical purposes only, to be soldin dispensa- 
ries, controlled and run by city or county authori- 
ties, but not for the purpose of public revenue or 
private gain, under the most rigid regulations. 

Resolved, That amass meeting of the prohibi- 
tionists of Fulton county be called in Atlanta 
within twenty days from this date at such time 
and place as shall be designated by a committee 
from this body at which the action ofthis confer- 
ence shall be submitted for ratification or rejec- 
tion. 

The resolution was adopted substantially as 

it came from the committee, a substitute for 
both Mr. Haygood’s original resolution and 
Mr. Murphey’s substitute. 
That committee was made up of Captain 
W.*A. Hansell, Catpain E. 8. Gray, Mr. 
W.H. Bell, and the colored delegate, M. H.

J. William Wood was nol prossed.

The Odd Fellow lodges of Atlanta are all in a 
flourishing condition, and none of them show up 
more prosperously than Barnes lodge, the growth 
of which has been phenomenal, 


A Worthy Negro’s Death.—A negro laborer, 
named Harper, lies dead at his home on an alley 
near Fort street. He was a most industrious end 
worthy man, and he left Atlanta to goto south- 
west Georgia, where he hoped to gain an increase 
of wages. Instead of $1.25 a day, he was only 
given seventy-five cents, besides being subjected 
to a great deal of exposure. He contracted pnéu- 
monia and came home to die. Captain John 
Stephens, who knew the negro, and appreciated 
his grand character, went to Warden Hunter yes- 
terday evening and requested that he bury the 
body, the family being destitute; and the body 
will be interred today. 


Red Fox, a Moonshiner.—Among the cases tried 
in Judge Newman’s court Wednesday were those 
of E. J.and G. P. McFarlin, of Cherokee county, 
father and son. Both entered pleas of not guilty. 
and the son was acquitted. 

The father was convicted. 

The case of the old man was particularly inter- 
esting. He is one of the shrewdest iliicit distillers 
that the officers have’to deal with. His andacity 
and perseverance combine to make him a trouble- 
some customer, 

Time and again his still has been captured, but 
the old man was never caught im it. His 
neighbors say he never goes to sleep, and through- 
out Cherokee county and that portion of the state 
he is known as ‘‘the Red Fox.” 

His conviction was quitea surprise to the neigh- 
bors, and no Jess so to the “Fox’”’ himself. 


How Many People Vote.—A lot of lawyers were 
discussing politics in general, yesterday, when a 
democrat remarked that ‘there wasn’t a republi- 
can in Georgia who really had a constituency.”’ 

“No,’’ said another democrat, “and republicans 
up north answer by saying that nobody down south 
has a constituency—that people here don’t vote, 
and that a very few men manipulate public 
affairs. For example, one congressman from 
Georgia received 1,722 votes, another only 1,704, 
and the average vote in a congressional district in 

reorgia is about 2,600. People down here under- 

stand this readily enough, but the figures are very 
surprising. Inacongressional district in Ohio, 
the average vote is about fifteen times as large as 
here. The successful candidate frequently has 
10,000 to 12,000 more yotes than all the votes cast 
for the candidates in Georgia. 

‘‘Now, the districts there and here contain the 
same number of inhabitants, and the same number 
of people eligible to vote. It’s very hard for an 
Ohio congressman with a vote of 35,000—to say 
nothing of his constituents who voted against 
him—to understand how aman came to congress 
with 1,722 votes. 

‘It means that there is no republican organiza- 
tion because the democratic majority is certain, 
and consequently no deinocratic organization. 

“But it does show how people have drifted into 
a listlessness and become confirmed in it. It 
shows, too, that a few men practically control 
politics, and that the great mass of people, demo- 
crats aswell as republicans, care strangely little 
about public affairs.” 

“Of course the figures do not hold good fora 
residential year, when the vote for congressmen 
s considerably larger, though still out of all pro- 

tion t o the vote up north.”

FRUITS AND MELONS. 


Mr. J.J. Griffin Tells of What He Learned in 
Macon, 


“T tell you there is going to be the largest 
crop of fruits, vegetables and melons ever 
raised in Georgia, produced this coming 
season,’’ said Mr. J. J. Griffin, yesterday. 

“How so?”’ 

‘Well, I attended the Vegetable and Melon 
Growers’ Association convention, in Macon, 
this week, and I talked with a number of the 
delegates, who were unanimous in the opinion 
oe this will be a phenomenal year in that 

ine. 

‘‘How about the freezes ?’’ 

“Hon. J. L. Hand, of Pelham, one of the 
best posted men in the association,says that the 
two freezes simply equalized the production 
of melons throughout the state. The crop will 
be somewhat late, and will all come on at 
once. The Florida crop will not amount to 
much, but the Georgia crop will be larger than 
ever before. It will be twenty-five per cent 
larger than last year. Why, Mr. Hand assures 
me that from the present outlook, it will 
amount to at least 200cars a day for sixty days, 
and it will require the most systematic prepar- 
ation on the part of the various railway lines, 
to handle the crop.” 

**How about peaches ?’’ 

*T talked with growers from Marshallville 
and Fort Valley, and they say that the crop 
will be larger than last year. Although 
the freeze injured the fruit, the 
increreased acreage will more than 
make up for the deficiency, and the peach 
crop will be larger than last year.’’”’ 

‘Are the railroads preparing to handle the 
crop ?”’ 

“Oh, yes. Twelve thousand cars of melons 
are a sufiicient inducement to put the railroads 
on their mettle. The East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia will enter the market with 
2,000 new ventilated fruit cars of the very 
latestimproved pattern, which will be run on 
passenger train schedule, to handle the melon 
crop. Then the same road will have 100 new 
refrigerator cars of the newest make to handle 
the peach crop; so you see the roads are 
preparing for the emergency § already. 
This is the second year with 
‘rowers along the line of the East 

ennessee road, and the increase in acreage is 
something marvelous. People are finding out 
that they can grow as fine melons as can be 

roduced in the world along the line of the 
East Tennessee between Macon and Bruns- 
wick, and the acreage is being rapidly en- 
larged. Ina few more years this-portion of 
the state will equal south and southwest 
Georgia in the magnitude of this industry. 


A BATALLION DRILL. 


The Police Force Getting Ready for Memo- 
rial Day. 

Last night Lieutenant Ben Goldsmith, of 
the Gate City Guards, conducted a batallion 
drill of the evening watch on Capitol square. 
The drill was most admirable, and the patrol- 
men showed that their labors in this direction 
had not been in vain. 

Captain Wright has thirty-nine men on this 
watch, and out of that number there 
are sixteen young men who _ have 
became very thorough in the manual of arms. 

Captain Thompson, who has the Black 

watch, has brought his men up toa very high 
standard of excellence, and Captain Manly, of 
the day watch, has done the same thing. Both 
these Officers have worked at a slight disad- 
vantage, on account of their hours of duty, but 
their men will appear all right on Memorial 
Day. : 
There will be four companies of twenty-four 
men each and sixteen mounted men in the 
procession that day, and that will prove one of 
the most imposing spectacles in the great 
parade, the grandest that Atlanta has ever 
known since the war.

Captain Hart, of Greene, is keeping the 
interest alive in his projected extension of the 
Union Point and White Plains. 

The editor of the Sandersville paper, just

This is something new, but there seems to 
“be as much natural justice in lending money 
pn the backbone of the country as there is in 
Mending to the national banks on unproductive 
ponds that bear no part of the burdens of goy-

The only trouble about it is thatin the long 


eunwe might find the government in possession 
of all the land, and then we would have na- 


¢ienalism sure enough. the principle 
jg socialistic. Money put out at two 
per cent gives somebody the difference 


between ” per cent. and at the usual rate. Real 
‘estate earns 6 and that might be called the 
average rate. Then the man who gets it for 
“is a beneficiary of the government to the ex- 
tent of 4 per cent. That is, the government 
takes from the people a certain amount above 
jts necessitics and gives the interest on it to 
certain favored parties. That is it takes money 
from the whole people and puts it to work for 
the land owners. On a hundred millions so 
pat out the government would present the 
Deneficiaries with four millions taken from 
the people at large. In other words itisa 
kind of leveling process, only it does not level 
in the direction of the man who owns no land. 
The ideas of a people change with wonderful 
zapidity. What seemed Indicrous a few years 
age is now seriously proposed as a practical 
measure When Mark Twain proposed a cur- 
rency based on real estate everybody laughed 
at the joke; now when Senator Stanford pro- 
yses the same thing in dead earnest, every- 
fody * takes him _ seriously and wonders 
how the scheme will work. 
Innovations in political economy do 
yiot startle us as they used to. The public has 
been startled so often that it rather likes the 
sensation, and good-naturedly says to the re- 
formers, ‘‘shock me again, please.’”’ This isa 

‘moving age, moving in thought and action 
faster than any of us are aware. 

This question of money has troubled the 
world a long time. Even before Lycurgus 
made heavy iron coins te Keep the Spartans 

rom learing to love money—there was some 
kind of a medium of exchange. The Africans 
use cowries, the Indians wampum and other 
uncivilized races make use of various gewgaws. 
As far back as Abraham’s day, they had 
money, and when the old patriarch buried his 
wife in the cave of Macpelah, he insisted on 
counting out the cash, in order that the sacred 
spot might be his to all eternity. 

In ancient times cattle were, used as money, 
the oxen and sheep as large and small change, 
an ox being equal to ten sheep. The evidence 
of this remains in their language and survives 
in the English word, pecuniary, derived from 
the Latin word, *‘pecus,’’ a flock. 

Even slaves have been used as a medium of 
exchange, and human life that was bought and 
sold, was used as the purchase money for land 
or commodities. 

For a long time gold and silver have been 
the favorite currency. Of late ygars silver 
has been beaten and banged about, but it has 
been in service along time, much longer in 
general use than gold. Nearly nineteen hun- 
dred years ago it bought the life of Christ, and 
many a poor wretch like Judas has sold his 
soul for it since. 

The trouble with the political economists 
has been to get a medium that would not 
finctuate in value. In order that the bar- 
ter of commodities might be equitable it was 
necessary that the medium of exchange should 
be staple. Western farmers who mortgaged 
their land some vears ago in the flush times 
when money was plentiful and commodities 
high, are complaining that they have to pay 
when money is scarce and commodities cheap. 
This practically doubles their indebtedness, 
and they are made to stagger under a burden 
greater than they can bear. 

Now, it is proposed to lend them money out 
-of the treasury at one or two per cent interest, 
lower than the strongest government on earth 
ean borrow it. It is a western man who proposes 
this, and it would give the west much needed 
relief, but it is proposed to apply it to the whole 
eountry. 

Just think what the effect would be. 
pose the government should 
on a fifty per cent margin, taking the 
assessment as the bases of value, the real es- 
tate would soon become a more popular se- 
curity than government bonds. A man who 
had $10,000 to invest could buy $20,000 
worth of rea] estate and borrow $10,000 from 
the government to complete the payment. 
On this $20,000 at 2 per cent. he would pay 
tlhe government $200 per annum. In the 
meantime he could net about 6 per cent on the 
full value of the real estate. That amount of 
met income on $2000,000 would be $1,200. Out 
of this, after paying the government $200 in- 
terest, he would have $1,000 as the income 
on an investment that at the present average 
of 6 per cent. would only bring $600, There 
is a sixty-six per cent. increase in the revenue 
from real estate investments. That would put 
everybody to running after land. The coupon 
clippers would be glad to getaten per cent. 
investment, and millions of money would go 
anto real estate developments. The govern- 
ment’s millions, spread oui over the country, 
would make a general real estate boom that 
would surpass the wildest anticipations of the 
boomers. Factories and cities would goup 
like magic, railroads would run everywhere, 
and colossal improvements would send up:the 
price of land with a bound. The farmers 
would be princes for a while, 
money would be cheap and commodities 
would be high. Then would be the time to 
pay off the mortgage incubus, and it would 
no doubt be done on old matters, but the easy 
come and goof currency would make more 
recklessness and more mortgages. The rise of 
values when backed up by. improvements into 
which all this money would go would induce 
the government to raise its margins and put 
out more money on loans. This would be fol- 
lowed by still further expansion and the coun- 
try would go on at a prodigious pace until 
the whole system would burst by the sheer

force of expansion. That is to say, 
the borrowers would break and 
the government would have the land. Then 


there would be noalternative, but nationalism, 
or, as they caliit in Germany, ‘‘state socia}-

‘‘The government ought not to lend money 
on land,”’ said the Hon. Real Estate Rice, as he 
laid down a plat, ‘‘because a government sup- 
ported by the people has no right to enter com- 
petition with the private individual, drive him 
out of market and take away his source of in- 
come. If the government should lend money 
on land at one or two per cent, what loan 
company could do business? 
“The thing to do is to grant liberal charters 


to loan companies and let them 
lend money on real estate on 
the credit foncier system, in vogve 


in France. Itis something like this. If I 
have property and want to borrow, I get the 
money from a loan company with this real es- 
tate security, the company indorses my note 
and it becomes as good and as convertible as a 
government bond.”’ 

“On what margin of security would you 
lend 50 per cent?”’. 

‘‘Let every lender judge of each individual 
case. Hereisa store worth $30,000 and 
would lend $25,000 without hesitation. There 
is another down on a back street valued at 
$25,000 and I would not iend $10,000 on iit. 
The security depends upon its location. A 
man can’t get along in real estate without do- 
ing lots of thinking. There is one man who 
thinks to 900 who con't and the man who 
thinks is going to succeed. When the time 
‘to say ‘‘keno’’ comes sound he is there.”’ 

Notwithstanding this shocking fainiliarity 
with unholy things, Mr. Rice was in dead 
earnest, as he continued: 

**There’s a heap of sweet in knowi:ig that 
you are able to take care of yourself, under all 
circumstances. It takes time to get that feel- 
ing, and it’s worth more than money. A man 
gets it by degrees. I recollect the first piece 
of real estate Lever bought. My hand trem- 
bied like a leaf. I could buy out a govern- 
anent now with less trepidation.”’

Before 
long there will be recklessness instead of timi- 
dity. The bankrupt law will tend to increase 
this, for it holds out to every man financially 
fallen, the chances to throw off his load and 
take a new start. Human nature cannot but 
be effected by this. Pay day is coming as sure 
as fate.

THE NEGRO EXODUS. 


Bishop Lyman Talks Upon the Race Prob- 
lem in the South. 
From the New York Star. 

“The Southern people know how to handle 
the negroes; they know just what they want 
and need; and if we are left alone we will 
provide for and take care of them to their sat- 
isfaction and our credit.’”’ 

These were the words of a short, robust, 
healthy looking gentleman of about sixty, 
with white hair and beard, and a face expres- 
sive of intellectuality and energy. It was 
Bishop Lyman of North Carolina, a géntle- 
man well known throughout the country, of 
vast influence in his own state, and an author- 
ity on many_of the southern ‘issues of the day, 


but particularly conversant with the race” 


question. 

‘“‘We are glad we continue to feel that our 
affairs attract the attention of the north, and 
we believe that in our struggles upward we 
have their sympathy, even as we have received 
their assistance in regaining our commereial 
prestige. But there is one question which Ido 
not think they fully understand. That is the 
race question. I will not touch the whole 
broad question, which is a vast thing, but 
dwell for a moment on the negro exodus from 
my own state; on what I know to be the prime 
factor in that movement. It is not the hostility 
of the southerners that has driven the negro 
away; it is not that all crops have been lost for 
the past three years; not political disfranchise- 
ment, incompatibility, fear, or any of the other 
ridiculous causes attributed by the northern 
press. But it is the action of the railroads and 
ther satellites, or scalpers. This traffic would 
be small to a large northern railraod, but that 
it has been profitable to the lines of North 
Carolina, and more especially to the agents, 
let me cite as an instance only one case—and I 
could give you many. One railroad agent has 
sent 30,000 negroes out of the state, and his 
commission was $1 a head, a total of $30,000, 
and a very handsome fortune, I think. 

In the city of Raleigh and the town of Rocky 
Point the people rose up in righteous anger 
and drove these immigration agents ont of the 
state. And I believe they were justified in 
doing so, for it was a mere matter of traffic 
with those people, aud result in cruel hardship 
to the poor negroes. 

The glowing promises of equality and profit- 
able employment in Kansas and other states 
held out to them by these wretches would, of 
course. never be realized, and the penniless 
negro had not the means to return to the coun- 
try which had, at least, given him shelter and 
subsistence. And I am sorry to say that in too 
many instances the exodus has been assisted 
by the statements made in northern papers, 
which have been not one whit less highly col- 
ored than the agent's arguments. 

I had in my own family an intelligent col- 
ored boy to whom I paid $12 a month. The 
second year I paid him $14. He received a let- 
ter from an acquaintance in the nor h stating 
that he could earn $25 a month as a waiter. 
did not press him to remain, believing that he 
would return to mein a very short time, and 
he went New York forthwith. In three months 
my servant returned, ragged, attenuated and 
heavy at heart. And when I consented to re- 
ceive him again, there was not a mid pe boy 
in the south. He had actually walked all the 
way from Washington. He informed me that 
while his wagesin New York had been doubled, 
his expenses had kept more than even pace 
with them, and that what with a swallowtail 
coat, other appropriate clothing, and the high 
life of Thompson street, he was soon in great 
distress.”’

HAVE WOMEN DETERIORATED? 
Some Facts Which Seem To Show the No- 
tion IS An Old One. 


Countess of Jersey in the Nineteenth Century. 

Have women actually deteriorated physically 
and unfitted themselves for maternal duties 
by the lives which they now lead? And is it 
quite just to assume that, as is very commonly 
taken for granted, when a woman attempts 
anything which is more ordinarily done by 
meu, she therefore desires to emulate or rival 
man? Isit not conceivable that she may 
sometimes like the work or sport for its own 
sake, without any thought of competion with 
the other sex? 

Imitation is doubtless the sincerest form of 
flattery, but all women are not always think- 
ing of flattering men. Nor do men seem ever 
to have appreciated this special kind of adula- 
tion. Philander sang so long ago as 1802: 

“Since to handle the reins, 
Hunt and shoot, you take pains, 
And act, my dear girl, as uncommon: 
I can’t love you, I swear, 
For your words, looks and air, 
Make me think you a man—not a woman.” 


Despite this threat we find a curious instance 
of Amazonian behavior two years later. On 
the 25th of August, 1804, at the York race- 

round, Mrs. Thornton, the wife of Colonel 

hornton, of Thornville Royal, rode a match 
of four miles against Mr. Flint for 500 guineas 
each.

Mrs. Thornton 
shoved herself a very woman after all, for in- 
stead of accepting her defeat she addressed an 
indignant létter tu the editor of the New York 
Herald, complaining of the want of courtesy 
with which she was treated by her antagonist, 
and particulariy that when her horse hoke 
down Mr. Flint ‘distanced her as much as he 
ossibly could.’’ In conclusion, she challenged 
Seraosenent to repeat the match the follow- 
ing year.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, March 27.-The stock market differed 
from that of the past few days only in its utter 
lack of feature,;while fluctuations, which have 
been so narrow, were confined to even a smalier 
range than usual. There were @ few stocks in 
which the range of prices was over one- fourth 
per cent, while most of the list traded in within 
a range of one-fourth percent. The only move- 
ment of importance during the day was a sudden 
rise in Reading, accompanied by a corresponding 
increase in stock activity,and buying was entirely 
by brokers identified with the Philadelphia pool, 
but no explanation was given for the movement 
ard the advantage obtained was not retained. 
There was some buying of Missouri Pacific early 
in the day upon rumors that the dividend would 
be increased and a script dividend of 1% per cent 
cent was talked of, but upon the dsdlaraticn of 
the usual one per cent the disappointed specu- 
Jators were sold out again and the 
Btock retired. Even specialties which 
have furnished all the important 
movements of late were stagnant, the only one of 
note being in Louisville, New Albany and Chicago, 
which opened at 45, against 44 last evening, but 
again closed at 44tonight. Flint and Pere Mar- 
quette stocks were weak in the forenoon, but re- 
covered the loss late in the day, while Chicago and 
East Illinois stocks sold materially higher than 
their last recorded sales. The market opened with 
‘a strong tone, and slight gains were made in the 
early dealings, but later the apathy of operators 
told on prices, anda slow sagging took the place 
of the firm tone displayed during the past few 
‘days.
